Polydore Vergil says that ‘'Trimming of the Temples with bangypges, floures, boughes 
and garlondes was taken of the heathen people, which decked their idols and houses 
with such array.” In old church calendars Christmas Eve is marked ‘‘Templa ex- 
ornatur."" However this may be, the greatest charm of Christmas is the decorated 
.church, the power which makes man see beyond the bare walls of the chutch and 
:. which carries him back through the ages to wor- 
‘ ship with the shepherds at the manger cot in 
Bethlehem. Christmas without its religious ov- 
servances, for all the feasting, gaiety and re- 
joicing, would long ago have passed away. 
Christmas carols as they are known to-day 
are a literary inheritance handed down from an 
age when there existed neither popular songs 
nor drama, At fixed seasons of the year the 
British people used to congregate to sing simple 
ballads in which secular themes were close- 
mingled with religious. Of the store of popular 
’ poetry nothing now survives in.actual use except 
the Christmas carols. 
But in those old days the Christmas carols 
were ofily a portion of 4 larger collection of semi- 
3 religious songs, each group of which had its 
special association with the ecclesiastical year. 
* Easter hadits carols, so had Whitsun and May- 
~ day, and many other religious holy days. These 
were not part of the church service as they are 
to-day, They were mostly associated with those 
early dramatic representations—mystery plays. 
js. The festival of the Christmastide is a herit- 
age “of the long ago, and the date of its origin is 
unknown. Traditions tell of celebrating in mid-- 
‘winter with feasting and merriment in the days 
of antiquity. Perhaps the most widespread of - 
all festive institutions is the Christmas tree, 
The present form of the tree decked in candles . 
and hung with colored balls and images does 
‘not seem to date back prior to the seventeenth 
. century. In England there is a legend of Joseph 
Pi of Arimathaea which tells us that when the Saint 
a settled at Glastonbury he planted his staff in 
“Sthe ground.

The Church of the Nativity, by Gom- 

' mon consent admitted to be the authentic 
site of Christ's birth, looks more. like a 
formidable fortress thana Christian church, 
The dark, massive walls, with small, 
heavily barred windows, standing in a 
roughly paved square, suggests durance 
vile rather than religious peace. The only 
doorway is a small hole in the great thick- 
ness of the wall, so low that one has to. | 
stoop to pass through. There is no spire | 
or dome; only an ugly looking bell, badly 
projecting from the medieval masonry 
which looks incapaole of ringing out glad 
tidings, 

On Christmas Eve great crowds come 
from Jerusalem and the surrounding vil- 
lages to attend the midnight-mass held in the Roman Catholic part of the Church, the 
rest of the building bring reserved. for ae Greeks and Armenians who hold their 
Christmas on a different date. 

The interior of the church which sather resembles an enclosed market with great: 
pillars and huge flagstones, presents a cold and cheerless scene. A surging Eastern 


mob besieges the building, pushing and fighting for places, ‘while the aisles are guarded 
by police with gleaming bayonets to prevent disturbances between religious factions.

foot on a carpet belonging to the Latins, or vice versa, it is enough to cause a riot 
possibly ending in bloodshed. So jealous is each church of its particular bounds 
that at the border line the wall hangings are even pinned: back to prevent: them 
swinging over foreign ground. 

At midnight there is a procession to the chapel of the Manger, where, down two 
small flights of steps in a small lamp-lit crypt, is the famous “Star of Bethlehem” 
marking the actual spot where Christ is said to have been born. This is in a small 
recess of the wall over which stands an altar shared by all three churches, each con- 
tributing its share of dimly burning lamps; here in the holiest spot of all Christendom 
a sentry stands by day and night to preserve religious peace. 

Close by is a small ledge on which the manger is said to have rested but the 
manger itself is now locked Mp in the church of Santa Maria Maggiore in Rome. It 
_is only on the lonely hillside of Judea where dwells the peaceful shepherd with his 
flocks that the true atmosphere of the first Christmas is to be found. 


The peasants of many European countries share the legend that animals are con- 
scious when Christmas Eve. comes round. Many of the country folk believe thatat 
midnight sheep awake and‘march in procession and the cattle kneel in their stalls,

Time was.when the producer or 
marketer of any of the prominent 
staple products of world commerce 


could look forward to a fairly easy 
time of it in a business’ way. He 
was sure of his market, he was sure 
of a demand from a buying public 
regarding his goods as a necessity, 
and the only thing to be watched for 
was whether the financial outlook for 
the immediate future was bright, 
gloomy or indifferent. — 

Today the only uncertaimty in the 
business world is the uncertainty of

But, on the 
other hand, with ‘the - adoption of 
softer foods with their modern meth- 
ods of preparation, much less mastic- 
atory effort is .required on the part 
of the teeth, and they lose the bene- 
ficial effects of Scouring and cleans- 
ing such as were secured when 
grains, roots, and raw fruits formed 
the chief articles of diet. 

The habitual use of some of. the 
harder foods such as toast, crusts, 
shredded wheat and nuts, along with

The year of 1928 is drawing to a close, and it is timely, therefore, to 
take a glance backward and endeavor to size up, however briefly, the extent 
of the progress made by Canada during the twelvemonth. * 

It will, we believe, he generally agreed that the hopeful outlook for 
Canada so eloquently expressed by press and platform at the time of the 
Diamond Jubilee celebrations last year: has been. strengthened by’ the 
developments of this year.

Viewing the Dominion as a whole, there does not appear to 
be any one section that is not occupying a more favorable position at the 
close of the year than it did when the year opened. 

Commencing down in the Maritime Provinces, it is frankly recognized 
that conditions, are immeasurably better and that an entirely new spirit of 
confidence prevails which is in sharp contrast to the depression, even 
pessimism, which was noticeable a year or two ago. The people of the 
Maritimes are imbued with a new courage and energy, and are tackling 
their problems, and engaging in productive enterprisés, in a manner which 
recalls the days of their earlier history, 

Throughout Quebec and Ontario all industry has been maintained at’ a 
high level. building construction in the cities has been carried out on a scale 
surpassing that of previous years, and as a consequence of these things 
employment has been general, wages good, and all business has enjoyed a 
fair share of the resultant prosperity.

With development proceeding at an accelerated pace and on a perma- 
nent basis throughout the prairie country, the Pacific Coast province is 


' enjoying @& larger home market for its fruit, fish, lumber and minerals, and 


to an increasing extent is becoming the outlet through which Western grain 
passes to the markets of the world. 

Such developmental activity in all the Provinces-has found its com-

Good Market In Belgium 


Country Shows Partiality For Many 
Of Canada’s Products : 
The extent to which the Depart- 
of Trade and Commerce, through its 
emissaries, the Canadian trade com- 
missioners in Europe, is expanding 
trade for Canadian firms was shown 
in an’ interview last night with Jean 
J. Guay, Canadian government trade 
commissioner in Belgium, with his 
headquarters in. Brussels, After 
spending six months in Canada, Mr. 
Guay is returning by way of Ant- 
werp, on the Red Star Liner Lapland, 
sailing from Halifax. , 
A few years ago,.he said, HBuro- 
pean firms generally were somewhat 
indifferent when Canadian trade com- 
missioners approached them with a 
view to increasing business. However 
hard the Dominion . representatives 
labored they could not work np any, 
enthusiasm. But the situation has 
changed very considerably since then, 
“and with the aid of Canadian firms 
the amount of business.will be in- 
creased very materially,” Mr. Guay 
added. 
. At the present time Belgium shows 
a partiality . for Canadian wheat, 
flour, rubber goods, automobiles: sal- 
mon, lobster, leather goods, zinc and 
lead ores, asbestos, wallpaper. and de 
luxe articles such as the better dlass 
of silk goods. As an instance of the 
interest which has been’ built up in 
Belgium, Mr, Quay said that ne was 
approached recently by a firm in 
Burope which wished to obtain a 
small shipment of Canadian lobster. 


Correspondence with a Canadian firm} 


did not produce the desired results, 
as the latter was not interested, but 
when a trade commissioner, during 
one of his visits to Canada, called on 
the firm they decided to send over a 


Between last March and Septem- 
ber, @ period of ‘only six months, the 
Belgian firm bought $21,000. worth 
of lobster from the Canadian firm, 
and now they have notified them that 
they will. require an additional $36,- 
000 worth during the winter months. 

Mr. Guay gave still another in- 
stance of how Canadian products are 
favored in Belgium. On this visit he 
called on a manufacturer and per- 
suaded him to send over a small ship- 
ment of his products because there 
is a demand for them in Belgium. Mr, 
Guay said he felt sure that this man- 
ufacturer will have almost the same 
experience as the other one, and ‘that 
he’ will have no cause to regret his 
incursion into the Belgium markets.

This means that an appeal can be 
entered at any time within two years 
ot the decision, unless such decision 
was given on or before Dec. 31, 1926, 
in which case the final time limit is 
Dec. 31, 1928,

By the end of this year 
a further $10,725,000. will be spent 
and the balance expended in 1929, 
“The passage by parliament of 
these programs delayed action on 
them in the year they were passed 
so a new departure will be made next
